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Phil=Mont has embarked on another ambitious program = that Of Fea 
placing our 26-foot communications trailer with a fully equipped 
bus, The new vehicle was purchased from the Gross Equipment Company, 
Boyertown, Pa., (over 150 used busses, any color you want so long 
as it fis yellow). The bus is a 1960, 8-cylinder Dodge with auto= 
matic transmission, has good tires and 46,000 honest miles, The 
exterior metalwork is in exceptionally good condition and the dus 
is in better shape than many that our fine townships operate daily. 
In excellent mechanical condition, the bus was owned by a religious 
school and was traded for a larger vehicle, High headroom (6%-5"), 
seating in perfect condition, the interfor contains slight!:: more 
space than our former trailer. Actual size, clear of the driver's 
Seat is 22°97" x 7%o4t, oA 


Present planning includes a complete operating posftion for each of 
the followings 75m SSB; 10m AM; 6m AMs 2m AM; 6 and 2m FMs and a 
RTTY machine. Space is provided for housing the Onan 5CK generator 
with provision for operation within the bus ff necessary. A primary 
objective is complete air-conditioning (both heating and cooling). 

A message center chief will oversee all operation with monitoring 
capabilities for any position, A lounge and galley area at the 
front will have visual access through a plexiglass wall and passage= 
way to the operating area. 


In addition to the two-way operating positions [fisted above, mon- 
itoring equipment for the various emergency frequencies will be ine 
cluded, as will facilities for connection to domestic power and 
telephone lines should the need arise, | 


Financing of the project has been accomplished through the sale 

of our trailer at a slight profit over the original cost, surplus 
funds and donations already on hand, and the sale of non-fnterest= 
bearing bonds to fnterested members. If you are desfrous of partie 
cipating financially in this project and have not yet volunteered, 
contact Jim Spencer, W3QQH, at TU-4-8469, Once again Phil=Mont has 
a project into which it can sink its teeth. As with aur other 
endeavors, it has been well chewed, proved easily digestible, and 
promises to be a most satisfying and rewarding dish.

At long last the FCC has taken action on the (in ) famous Docket 
15928. The following is a brief resume of the August 24 decisions 


1, The proposed First Class concept is dropped and the Old «vanced 
Class fs reinstated. 


2. Advanced Class will be attained through a new 50 question technie- 
cal examination and a code speed of 13 wpm, but with code speed 
credit given to present hoiders of the Generali Class License, 

Current holders of the Advanced Class will retain their status. 


3. Novice License term fs extended to two years, but 2=meter phone 
privileges are withdrawn effective 1968, 


4, Effective November 22, 1968 small segments of the lower portions 
of the 80, 40, 20 and 15 meter bands as weil as 50-51 me will be 
available only to Advanced or Extra Class licensees, 


5. Effective 1969, approximately half of each phone band plus 50-52 
mc will be available only to Advanced or Extra Class licensees. 


6, 3800-3825 and 21250-21275 ke reserved for Extra Class only 
effective 1968, 


7. As originally proposed, the lower 50 ke CW portion restricted 
to Extra Class only in steps over the next 2 years, 


8. The special call sign identification system is dropped.
